shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage 
is permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other 
party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax, — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it 
is necessary or expedient to do so, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded 
in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons.

G.S.R. 631. — Whereas certain draft regulations further to amend the Coal 
Mines Regulations, 1957, were published as required by sub-section (1) of sec- 
tion 59 of the Mines Act, 1952 (35 of 1952), at pages 1301 to 1303 of the Gazette 
of India Part II— Section 3 — Sub-section (i) dated the 17th May, 1969 under the 
notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Labour, Employment 
and Rehabilitation No. G.S.R. 1139 dated the 6th May. 1969, inviting objections 
or suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby, till the 25th August, 
1869; 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available to the public on the 17th 
May, I960; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received from the public on the 
said draft have been considered by the Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 57 of the said 
Act, the Central Government, after referring the said draft to the Mining Boards 
constituted under the Act and after giving such Boards a reasonable opportunity 
of reporting as to the expediency of making the said amendments and as to the 
suitability thereof, as required by sub-section (4) of section 59 of the said Act, 
hereby makes the following regulations further to amend the Coal Mines Regu- 
lations, 1957, namely:— 

1. These regulations may be called the Coal Mines (Second Amendment) 
Regulations, 1971. 
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2. In regulation 2 of the Coal Mines Regulations, 1957, (hereinafter referred 
to as the said regulations) — 

(i) after clause ( 10 ), the following clauses shall be Inserted, namely: — 

‘‘(10A). ‘‘fiery seam” means a seam in which a fire or spontaneous heat- 
ing exists in the workings below ground or in open Cast workings 
lying within the precincts of a mine; 

(10B) “flame proof apparatus” means an apparatus that can withstand 
without injury any explosion of the inflammable gas that may 
occur within it and can prevent the transmission of flame such as 
will ignite the inflammable gas which may be present in the 
surrounding atmosphere.” 

(ii) after clause (12), the following clauses shall be inserted, namely: — 

"(12A). “gassy scam of the first degree” means a coal seam or part 
thereof lying within the precincts of a mine not being an open 
cast working whether or not inflammable gas is actually detected 
in the general body of the air at any place ; n its workings below 
ground, or when the percentage of the inflammable gas, if and 
when detected, in such general body of air does not exceed 0.1 
and the rate of emission of such gas does not exceed one cubic 
metre per tonne of coal produced; 

(12B) “gassy seam of the second degree” means coal seam or part there- 
of lying within the precincts of a mine not being an open cast 
working in which the percentage of inflammable gas in the general 
body of air at any place in the workings of the seam Is more than 
0.1 or the rate of emission of inflammable gas per tonne of coal 
produced exceeds one cubic metre but does not exceed ten cubic 
metres; 

(12C) “gassy seam of the third degree” means a coal seam or part there- 
of lying within the precincts of a mine not being an open cast 
working in which the rate of emission of inflammable gas per 
tonne of coal produced exceeds ten cubic metres; 

(12D). “general body of air” means the general atmosphere in a seam 
and includes the atmosphere in the roof cavities, but does not 
include general atmospher.e in the scaled off area or in any bore- 
hole drilled in coal or in the adjacent strata." 

3. In clause (3) of regulation 31A of the said regulations, the words “and an 
Overman’s Certificate” shall he deleted, 

4. For regulation 149 of the said regulations, the following regulation shall 
'be substituted, namely:— 

“149 Management etc. of gassy mines ' — For every mine consisting of gassy 
seams of the first, second or third degree, the manager shall be 
assisted by a ventilation officer responsible for supervising the 
maintenance of the ventilation system of the mine in accordance 
with the provisions of these regulations. No person shall be ap- 
pointed as a ventilation officer unless he holds — 

(a) In the case of a mine having gassy seam of the first degree and 

having an average output in excess of 15,000 tonnes, a Manager’a 
certificate; 

(b) In the case of a mine having gassy seam of the second or third 

degree and having an average output in excess of 10,000 tonnes, 
a Manager’s certificate; 

(c) in the case of a mine having gassy seam of the first degree and 

having an output in excess of 5.000 tonnes, and in a mine having 
gassy seam of the second or third degree and having an average 
outout In excess of 2,500 tonnes, a “Manager's certificate or a degree 
or diploma in mining approved by the Central Government for the 
purpose of the proviso to sub-regulation ( 1 ) of regulation 16,”

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Ministry 
of Finance, Bureau of Public Enterprises, Proof Reader, Recruitment Rules, 1971. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the 
Official Gazette, 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the post specified in column 1 of 
the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Number of post, classification and scale of pay.— The number of post. Its 
classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified In colu- 
mns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc.— The method of re- 
cruitment to the said post, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected 
therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule: 

Provided that the upper age limit specified in column 6 of the said Sche- 
dule may be relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special categories in 
accordance with the general orders of the Central Government 
issued from time to time. 

5. Disqualifications. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having 
a spouse living, or 

Ob) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage 
is permissible^ under the personal law applicable to such person and 
the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so 
doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government Is of the opinion, that it 
is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded 
in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons/the post,

G.S.R. 652. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the method of recruitment to the Posts of Medical Store Keepers In the Posts ana 
Telegraphs Department, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Posts 
and Telegraphs (Medical Store Keepers) Recruitment Rules, 1971. 
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(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette, 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts as specified in column 1 
of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Classification and scale of pay.— The classification of the said posts and the 
scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 and 3 of the said 
Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications. — The method of 
recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected therewith shall 
be ns specified in columns 4 to 12 of the Schedule aforesaid: 

Provided that the age-limit prescribed for direct recruitment may be relaxed 
in the case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes 
or other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders of the Central 
Government, issued from time to time, 

5. Disqualifications. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person, having 

a spouse living, or

G.S.R. 653. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
method of recruitment to the posts of Administrative Officer in the National Atlas 
Organisation under the Ministry of Education and Youth Services, namely: — 

1 Short title and commencement. — (I) These rules may be called the Adminis- 
trative Officer (National Atlas Organisation) Recruitment Rules, 1971. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2 Application.— These rules shall apply to the post specified m column 1 of the 
Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Number, classification and scale of pay. — The number of post, their classifi- 
cation and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 
of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications.- The method of 
1 ecruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected therewith shall 
be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

5. Disqualifications. — No person,— 

fa) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having 
a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with anv person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage 
is permissible under the personal luw applicable to such person and 
the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so 
doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax,— Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may. by order, for reason® to he recorded in 
writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons.
